TSE ESQUIMALT ELECTION— 

AMUSING INCIDENT. 

The case for the respoiuleiit has cul- 
lai&bd ^'sgUderily amid tlio convulsive 
laugiitor of the courtroom. During the in- 
' terval that elapsed since the last adjourn- 
ment rcspondont's counsel had been busy 
hunting up sDnio freah evidence; and 
yesterday reinforced by Mr. McKlmon, 
who had boon imported from New West- 
niiDfrt9r. they made an effort to produce 
proof that A. 0, Muir, one pr.the voters 
whbse'^balldt is objeo'ted to hy tJie peti- 
tioner,' because his name appears on the 
roll at Nanaimo and that of Eaquimalt, 
had mailed to Mr. Bray's address a writ- 
jton notification to remove hiii name from 
the Nanaimo roll. His Lordship pointed 
out that the ovidenco__ >yaa closed at the 
last 8ittiag.Al}y coifieht jol, b&th^sides, and, 
Mr. Thoo. Ddvio" resisted' the motion.'^ 
The discussion went on for more than two 
hour.s, and finally, the learnod judge re- 
maining firm, Mr. Pollard asked that his 
.objocfci^^ns to the judge's ruling be noted. 
''rhe"cMe,'''of course, turned.on the point 
whether or not Muir had sent llray a no- 
tice to taki^^is naino-ofi\tl)e^.I^nHijno 
roll. When Bray . wasj'on ^the 'stand he 
certified that the only notice of the kind 
ho had received from Esquinialt was an 
anonymous one— no signature being at- 
'tached. This anonymous communication 
the respondent, and Mr. IMuir liiinself 
■when on the stand, stated positively was 
not the notice Muir had sent to Bray. 
Among the respondent's witrtosSes' ih 
court was A. W. Barnett of Es- 
quimau. Ho w.-is prepared to 
Bwear that ho (Barnett) . wrote ' the 
notice for Muir and saw him" sign it. 
While the objcction.i were being noted, 
uVIr. Davie procured the anonymous no- 
tice and handing it to Barnett asked him 
if tliat was tlio one he had written for 
Muir. Barnett- recognized the notice as 
being in liis own handwriting, and the 
truth dashed across his . mind at once : 
fiJiiirJiadforgoUeii to sigti.it /, . There was 
great nierrimeiit in court; and Mr. Davie 
said ho would withdraw his objections to 
the admission of the evidence ; but Jlr. 
McElmon himself objected to its admi.s- 
sion and the "house of cards" fell to 
pieces.

A Delaware astronomer has just made 
an extrauL-dinary discovery on tho moon's 
surface, which is likely to create a sensa- 
tion in tlio scientific world, and so to 
speak, destroy a few well-set theories in 
regard to that terra incognita. On the 
19th of last jNFay tho gentleman in ques- 
tion, Mr. .J. O. Jackson of Hockessin, 
Del., who has for years been a close ob- 
server of celestial phenomena, found in 
looking at the iiow moon that a white 
mist'^'was 'floatirig ovbr' a portion of what 
is known as the raaro crisium — a group of 
volcanic formations well known to astron- 
omers. 

On last Sunday all tho conditions were 
favorable, and ho watched eagerly to test 
the correctness of hia original observa- 
tion. ..Sure enough the feathery mist was 
tliero'again, on ' the western edge of the 
mare crisium, against tho promontorium 
agarum, as he had seen it on May 19th. 
lie. watched it again until the moon had 
gone down in the west, and was fully con- 
vinced of the extent and importance of 
thoj'-.phonom'jnon as affecting existing 
theories regarding tho physical condition 
of the ninnn and hor atmosphere. His 
notioti ia that this cloud forms by volcan- 
ic .action during the lunar night of every 
month, and can only bo seen for one par- 
ticular evening at about forty-eight hours 
after conjunction (new moon), just as the 
-i-ays of the morning sun, in rising over 
tho mountains of the promontorium aga- 
rum, become sufficient to illuminate tho 
mist, but not yet intense enough to dispel 
or evaporate it. Tho fact that the moon 
ia thou but a slender crescent, generally 
low in the haze of our horizon, seen but 
an hour, or ,80 before setting, Mr,. Jack- 
non'thinks must be the only reason why 
it has not boon oftenor witnessed. 

The importance of tho discovery con- 
sists in the fact that it establishes a fair 
premise for believing that tho theory that 
the! moon is a dead world is incorrect, arid 
would appear to show what has for years 
been denied by nearly all astronomers, 
that the moon has an atmosphere. 
: On Thursday night last Mr. Jackson 
claims that ho made another discovery in 
connection with this wonderful cloud. 
He dis^itfotly'saw at the apex of the pro- 
montorium agarum, abovo which the cloud 
Tins boon seen, three volcanic craters, 
which have never been discovered by as- 
tronomers, and ho thinks that the cloud 
is produced by the bursting of volcanic 
fires, Which opened those new craters, 
thus further tending to establish the theo- 
ry of physical life on 'tbo' moon. iMr; 
Jackson says that when the groat teles- 
copes of the world are directed towards 
investigating this phenomenon he has no 
doubt that discoveries of incalculable im- 
portance will bo made, which may revolu- 
tionize some of our present theories as to 
'the physical conditions of the earth^s aat-

A Workman Almost Instanu^ Slain 

TierceS w^elet^city. while repair- 
ing what were suppo'a^'to be dead 
wires Jcseph Stammans wa.s insruntly 
killed yesterday, receiving in his liody 
the full force of the terrilic current with 
which the wire was eliargod. Josopli 
Stammans was sent to repair a defec- 
tive wire, and lie climbed^ to the high 
pole and liegfin oporation.s on the sup- 
ply wire leading from the depot at 210 
Elizabeth .stre(!t to the .score of Durham 
Buckley it Co., at Broadway and Worth 
streets. Tlie.se wires , were heavily 
charged with electricity., a& '\tliey sup- 
plied forty light.s of 80,dO(Vcanaie 
power. Stamman.H . wa.s directed to 
climb tho old pole and make whar, elec- 
tricians term a "looj),"80 as to lengthen 
the wire. Eh^ctricity was jiassing 
througii the wire at the time. Stam- 
mans S^aiff t^l.d^TOi.wlforfd^tf| glim bed the 
pole; On fSfcnirig the fcnird cress tree, 
about tliirty-tive feet from the ground, 
and on which the wires ran, Stammans 
first uncovered the positive wire, stripping 
it of its insulation and making the half 
connection of the "loop." Having fiiusli- 
ed one-half of the positive connection he 
cut tho negative wire for the purpose of 
making the corresponding half connection 
of the "loop'' and by sonte mischance he 
seized both wires, on^rwitbj ^oh hund. 
and thereby made am ai-Cifirjoflnneotion 
between the tube. The instailtJiis hand 
touched tho .second wire the electricity 
that was feeding tliu forty lamps passed 
through his body, giving liim a terrible 
shock. He lost consciousness a:id his fel- 
low wprkmon wore horrified ntjSeoing him 
elingiiigttb the oiids.'of two'wirds, one 
leg thrown over the crusspiece .of the pole 
while the otlior wa.s across the wires un- 
derneath. There ho hung writhing strug- 
gling, totally unable to release his hold 
on the wires, niiich sent the i-acking and 
death-dealing current through his entire 
frame. A large crQwd of peojde gathered 
beneath the polo, watching the sad spec- 
tacle, while two of the linemen clambered 
nimbly to his aid. It would have been 
certain death for them to have, caught 
hold of the writhing, body of.^Stammans 
until the circuit was brdkonV which one 
of the men did by severing ono of the 
wires with his.pliers. Tlie other linemai. 
seized Stammans' limp bodj', and fasten- 
ing a rope about the waist, lowered it 
gently to the ground. Life was barely 
perceptible, but his breathing was only 
spasmodic. His oyos,t|ulgod from his 
head and, , his j{i\y vvas firmly sot. No 
time'vas lost m cartying/ him to the 
Sixth precinq,t siatiorirhduse, where, Ser- 
geant Luoraoii telegraphed . for an ambu- 
lance, but before it arrived the unfortu- 
nate lineman was a corp.se. 

When tho body was examined by tho 
surgeon, it was found that Stamman's 
hands wore burned and blistered on bath 
palms where the electric current had en- 
tered, and tliey looked as if a redhot iron 
had been dra.wu across them. Tliero ^yore 
no other marks visible on the body. 

Disadvantages of FlantinET Soop. 

Mr. J. Thom.as reported it^ the recent 
meeting in Alontreal results of some ex- 
periments, showing that if covered too 
deep with compact soil no seed will ger- 
minate. iS'urserymon thus keep peach 
pits dormant, and the fact that weed 
seeds deep in the ground readily develop 
when raised to the-iprface has often led 
to belief in the sbsurd i'doa of spontane- 
ous generation. There is good reason for 
the old rule, "not to plant 'seeds more 
than five times their diameter in depth." 
Covering cQt|v;8\jer_ two inches dwarfed 
its growth, aniThad the same ofl'ect as 
late planting; covered from one-half to 
two inches it Sprouted quickly, and tho 
after-growth. was about the .same in all 
cases. Wheat did best when planted 
from one-half to one inch deep; at two 
inches the vigor was less, at. nix inches 
there were but few aiid ^ slender storks. 
KesultR with oats .We're about tho same; 
so as wilh barley, " Mcept that seed in 
strong soil iit the depth of si.x inches did 
not germinate, but came up freely when 
covered with coarse .sand. Beans planted 
below four incliM did not reach the sur- 
face at all;, covered seed failed to grow 
when planted" two, inches wJee^^-Hmothy 
grow freely at half an inchf but ("utterly 
failed at twice that depth, 

.-Vll eulmiferous plants that grow from 
deep planting throw out secondary roots 
nearer tho surface from which the princi- 
pal nourishment is received. In corn 
those now roots are at two inches, wheat 
and oats one inch, or a little more. The 
great loss in deep planting sebm.'j''fo'' arise 
from loss of time in reaching the. surface 
and forming these secondary- roots. The 
necessity of planting near the near sur- 
face is due to tlio fact that tho plant 
needs air, even at this very e.arly stage of 
growth; seeds one foot deep developed 
well and grew vigorously if twigs extended 
from the surface to the seeds, so as to ad- 
mit air frcelj'. If wo sow clover seed to 
a slight depth, and cover with fine mould, 
then press an air-e.xcluding pane of glass 
on tho earth, the plant will come up 
thickly about the edge, but will not ger- 
minate elsewhere. The practical deduc- 
tions made are, that larger seeds should 
bo planted deeper tlian smaller ones; that 
tho soil should bo well pulverized, and 
that fine-toothed harrows should be used 
with fine seeds, so as to secure suQleient 
moisture. ^..j. .3
